is rapidly approaching the final' crisis, all the dispatches from Europe a.^rec. 
Certain 


officials do not hesitate to bay that the Entente will end if France takes military measures t 
before the conclusion of tue discussions in the Premiers' Conference at Paris. 


From the administration at Washington comes the statement quottu in the New 


York Herald that tho reparations question is at the root of financial trouble in Europe, 
In 'addition, this government has intimated that until the reparations are settled on a 
reasonable basis, it is idle to expect that any aid the United States desires to extend 
can avail. And American newspapers hold that the deadlock on reparations is a big 
obstacle to the resumption of prosperity here, and hence affects every one of us.
